The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identicaUy disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Honda US 
5,234,274 in view of Morinaga US 4,629,339. Honda discloses a self-aligning roller bearing in 
which double row rollers (3) are arranged as rolling elements between an inner ring (2) and an 
outer ring (1) each by way of a cage (4) such that they can roll in the circumferential direction, 
and the cage includes an annular section having a pocket (10) for containing the roller, an 
outward flange (8) disposed to and radially extended outward fi-om the annular section on the 
head side of the roller for retaining the head of the roller, a pawl (15) protruded on the outward 
flange and engaging the head of the roller, and a small-diameter flange (9) disposed to the 
annular section on the tail side of the roller. Morinaga discloses self-aligning roller bearing 
(Figure 4, for example) in which the cage includes at the tail end of the roller a guide surface 
substantially in parallel with the direction of an angle of contact of the roller being provided to 
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the pocket on the side of the small-diameter flange. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the cage assembly of 
Honda to include at the outer circumference of the small-diameter flange a guide surface 
substantially in parallel with the direction of an angle of contact of the roller because such a 
guide surface is taught and suggested by Morinaga.
